WASHINGTON. — Former Georgia 
Governor Jimmy Carter emerged 
yesterday from the final Onio, New 
Jersey and California primaries as 
the —_virtually-certain Democratic 

candidate for the presidency. 

But Republican challenger Ronald 
Reagan’s solid win over President 
Ford in California — where Reagan 
was until recently Governor — left 
the Republican nomination still in 
doubt. 

Carter’s landslide victory Tues- 
day in Ohio, coupled with the dele- 
gates he picked up while josing to 
young Governor Edmund Brown Jr. 
in California and to an uncommitted 
slate of delegates in: New Jersey, 
gave him another 211 Democratic 
delegates im the three states. This 
put his commitments at 1,118 (1,505 
are needed tor the nomination).

In New Jersey Carter won the 
Democratic _ presidential-preference 
vote, with a 57 per cent showing. 
But the separate delegate competi- 
tion there was won by an uncom- 
mitted slate filled with su Ἵ 
of Brown and Senator Hubert 
Humphrey, which led for 66 dele- 
gates to Carter's 29. 

In California, Brown was yester- 
day preliminarily credited with 198 
delegates, Carter with ΤῸ. 

In Ohio, Carter captured 52 per 
cent of the popular vote and 119 
delegates. :

US. can’t 
control 
situation

WASHINGTON. — American offici- 
als are becoming increasingly con- 
cerned’ over what is feared here 
could develop into a Syrian “quag- 

mire" m Lebanon. 

Informed sousces here said yes- 
terday that invading Syrian troops 
have come under considerably more 
resistance than had been anticipated, 
and that Syria was taking heavy 
casualties. “One informed official 
said that as many ag 200 Syrians 
may already have been killed and 
that “tens” of Syrian tanks have 
been destroyed by leftist and Pal- 
estinian anti-tank miasiles, 

Washington is showing concern 
that it has been virtually unable to 
control eventa in Lebanon and un- 
successful in bringing its influence 
to ‘bear. 

Privately, American officials were 
telling newsmen that the Syrians 
might have miscalculated  their- 
ey, to iors the fighting quickly 
iv moving troops yrian- 
backed Palestinian Sa’eka and rh 
irregulers. The Syrians are sai 
to have hoped for a quick “surgical 
strike” in order to end the fighting 
between Moslems and Christians. - 

But the fighting has intensified 
with the Syrian attacks, including 
what one source here said were 
aerial bombing raids over leftist 
strongholds and Palestinian camps. 
‘There were no reliable reports here 
about casualties, ‘tut everyone 
agreed that they were considerable. 

With President Ford deeply in- 
volved in election campaigning, 
and Secretary of State Kissinger 
and Under-Secretary of State Sisco 
out of town this week, <Aasistant 
Secretary of State Alfred Atherton 
has been in charge of the Leba- 
nese situation in Washington. He 
has remained in close contact with 
the Israel Embassy here. 


Dipiomatic sources said that the 
U.S. and Israel were worried about 
the developments in Lebanon, and 
were hopeful that some sort of 
cease-fire might be arranged. But 
mo one here was overly optimistic 
that this could be worked ‘out.

Outgoing President Suleiman 
Franjieh yesterday rejected the Arab 
League mission outright, adding 
that the Lebanese favoured only 
Syria’s current military interven- 
tion. Franjieh threatened to coun- 
ter any Arab attempt to send other 
forces by taking domestic and in- 
ternational measures. He did not 
elaborate. But he reiterated that 
the crux of the problem of the 15- 
month civil war was the challenge 
of the Palestine Liberation Organi- 
zation to any attempt, including 
Syria's, to restore Lebanon's state 
sovereignty. 

The Arab League commission had 
been formed at an emergency ses- 
sion of foreign ministers in Cairo 
on Tuesday night, The commission, 
headed by the League secretary- 
general Mahmoud Riad, had earlier 
yesterday conferred at length with 
Syrian President Hafez Assad in 
Damascus. The latter had evidently 
withheld his reaction to the Lea- 
gue's resolution pending the com- 
mission's return from Beirut, PLO 
chief Yasser Arafat who is now in 
Cairo had supported the resolution. 

The Arab League was scheduled 
to continue its deliberations last 
night in Cairo in the presence of 
Syrian Foreign Minister Abdul-Ha- 
lim Khaddam. 


Algeria and Libya had - already 
dispatched what were called “sym- 
bolic units” to Syria for deploy- 
ment in Lebanon. It was not clear 
whether these troops would be under 
Syria's command or the Arab Lea- 
gue-sponsored joint force. Iraq, Sy- 
Tia's rival in Lebanon, also declared 
that it had sent off unita but did 
not’ mention their destination. The 
Joint Arab force is scheduled to 
include Libyans, Algerians, Iraqis, 


Saudi Arabians and Sudanese ag 
well a8 Syrians and PLO forces, but 
not Egyptians, 

The Lebanese state radia which 
has been countering the PLO-leftist 
alliance in Beirut yesterday said 
that Lebanese citizens, presumably 
mainly the Christians, would resist 
the deployment of non-Syrian forces 
on their land. The radia said that 
the Lebanese would agree to nothing 
other than the Syrian “initiative” 
under which Damascus undertook to 
restore the Lebanon's state author- 
ity and contain the PLO there. The 
radio added that what the Syrians 
were actually doing was to end Le- 
banon's current crisis under which 
“Beirut had become the capital of 
the Palestinians.” 

Meanwhile, the PLO-leftist forces 
yesterday claimed to have engaged 
Syriz's “invasion” forces on three 
main fronts in Lebanon: the aut- 
skirts of Beirut, and the environs 
of the country’s second largest coas- 
tal cities, Tripoti and Sidon. 

PLO-leftist spokesmen said that 
fighting was still raging yesterday 
evening and that their forces were 
halting Syrian advances on all 
fronts, and that they were inflict- 
ing heavy losses on the Syrians. 

The Syrians made no comment on 
their military activity, but repeat- 
edly warned that the PLO’s largest 
grouping — the Fatah of Yasser 
Arafot — was sabotaging cease-fire 
attempts. 

In low-keyed statements, the Sy- 
rians indicated they were encircling 
several strategic positions around 
Betrut, Tripoli and Sidon, which 
were reported to be virtually be- 
sieged. 

The Syrian siege of Sidon has cut 
off fuel supplies to terrorists and 
leftist forces elsewhere in Lebanon 
because their main oil refinery lies 
just south of the city. Western mi- 
itary analysts believe these forces 
cannot stand long against the Sy- 
rian assault without fuel. 

The PLO and its allies have ra- 
tioned petro! for military and other 
vehicles. Farouk Kaddoumi, chief 
of the PLO political department. 
dispatched a radio message to Ara- 
fat in Cairo saying, “The situation 
here is very grave.” 

Kaddoumi's radio message was 
followed by a warning from Arafat 
that “some heads in the Arab world 
would roll if Palestinian heads were 
being blown up.” 


Complicating the crisis

An Lith hour attempt by the 
Arab League to intervene collecti- 
vely in Lebanon appeared last night 
to be complicating the crisis there 
both domestically and international- 
ly. As far as Jerusalem was con- 
cerned, there ia intensified vigilance. 

An Arab League's resolution to 
replace the Syrian expeditionary 
force in Lebauon by a joint Arab 
“peace-keeping” detachment was 
yesterday vigorously rejected by the 
Lebanese President Franjieh and 
his conservative supporters, mainly 
the Christians, 

These elements regard the Syrians 
as. rescuing their country from a 
takeover by the PLO-leftist alliance. 
Syria's own conception was that 
Lebanon should be preserved for 
the Lebanese —- especially those 
who sympathize with Damascus — 
and uot for the leftists who defy 
President Assad’s Ba'athist wing 
ruling in Syria, or for the PLO 
whose chief, Yasser Arafat, was ac- 
cused by the Syrians of seeking to 
rule that part of Lebanon meant as 
8 “substitute for Palestine.” 

There seemed to be no surprise 
that im order to dislodge the Syr- 
ians from Lebanon, the PLO turned 
to the Arab League, while ita ally, 
Kamal Junblatt, the leftist chief- 
tain, turned to France for “mili- 
tary invention.” 

In addition to Moscow's ambitions 
in the region, it was probably Jun- 
blati’s appeal to France which made 
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Lebanon. Ia what was described a8 
an “authorized” statement, Tass said 
that the Russians were “no less 
interested” In Lebanon than other 
nations, The Soviets urged “all sides 
involved in the Lebanese events .. 
should immediately hold the fire.” 

The statement went on to say 
that Syria had repeatedly said that 
its intention was to stop the biood- 
shed there. “Nevertheless, notice 
should be called to the fact that 
bloodshed continves In Lebanon to- 
day and blood flows in ever great- 
er streams." 

The Soviet remarks were seen by 
observers a8 a warning to the Sy- 
rians against further military action 
against the PLO-leftist camp. 

While succeeding in encircling the 
PLO-leftist forces in Beirut, Tripoli 
and Sidon with a minimal number 
of troops, Syria has entangled itself 
even deeper in conflict with other 
Arab states, the PLO and now the 
Soviet Union. 

Syria’s expliclt agreement last 
night to shift the responsibility for 
the Lebanese crisis to the Arab 


8 was believed to stem from . 


its desire to avoid one of two pos- 
sibilities: an all-out armed con- 
frontation with the PLO-leftist camp; 
and the opening of a full-fledged 
front there, now that Syria fears 
border hostilities with rival Iraq, 
rather than with Israel.

ment, as in Britain. 

. As for the Herut movement's List 
of candidates for the next Knesset 
elections, Begin said for the first 
time the Herut central body of 400 
delegates would elect them, instead 
of the Appointments Committee (as 
in the past). If Likud achieved a 
majority, it would invite all Zionist 
parties to form a national unity 
government, he said. 


The Likud leader warned that 
emigration had become a serious 
problem, with the number of eml- 
grants almost equal to that of im- 
migrents. By now some 300,000 Is- 
raelis were scattered throughout the 
world, Included among them were 
30,000 to 50,000 soldiers, or three 
to four divisions. He considered this 
“a blood-letting in the full sense 
of the world — and In view of the 
pace of Arab rearmament, not to 
be dismissed lightly.” 

The Likud has proposed to the 
Government an all-party parlia- 
mentary inquiry into emigration.

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Getty leaves bulk of 
cash to museum 


LOS ANGELES, — The will of 
billionaire oilman J. Paul Getty, 
directing that he be buried in a 
“amall marble mausoleum” and 
leaving most of $650m. to the 
J. Paul Getty Art Museum in Mai- 
ibu was filed Tuesday in Los 
Angeles District Court. The will 
divides the rest of the sum among 
his four sons and other relatives 
and friends. 

Explaining the $650m. figure, 2 
spokesman for the executors said 
yesterday that Getty had a great 
deal of property tied up in trusts. 
(Shortly before Getty's death in 
London on Saturday, his wealth was 
put at between $2,000m. and 
$4,000m, making him one of the 
Yichest men in the world) 

The will that control 
of the estate was not to pass into 
the hands of Getty's grandson, Paul 
Getty I, 19. The youth was kid- 
napped in Rome in 1973 and had 
an ear lopped off by his kidnappers. 
His grandfather eventually had to 
pay $2.7 million to rangzom him. 

Unlike the estate of fellow billion- 
aire Howard Hughes, currently en- 
tangled with the filing of at least 
20 alleged wills, the disposition of 
Getty's assets was clearly set down 
in the document. 


It contained bequests for Getty’s 
four surviving sons, ἃ number of 
friends and employees. 

The largest specific dollar bequest 
to an individuel—a lifetime $55,000 
a year — was to Getty’s fifth and 
jast wife, Louise Lynch Getty. 
They were divorced in 1958. 

Getty’s will also left varying 
amounts of stock to eight female 
friends and directed that annuities 
be set up for some of them. Similar 
annuities were left for members of 
his household staff and key business 
associates. 

The remainder of the estate, 
along with the 6$-acre ranch was 
bequeathed to the J. Paul Getty 
Museum, a wonder of Roman-style 
architecture and art treasures from 
throughout the world thet was com- 
pleted several years ago at a cost 
of $200 million. 

Until Getty’s will was filed for 
probate, it was thought a California 
law against interment on private 
land would prevent his burial on 
his Malibu ranch. 

But the will provides for a ceme- 
tery corporation to be set up for a 
one-acre section of the ranch, on 
which “a suitable small, white 
mausoleum” will be built for him 
and hig descendants. (UPI, Reuter)

119 US. banks reported 
observing Arab boycott 


WASHINGTON. — U.S. banks are 
complying in their banking tran- 
sactions with thousands of specific 
Arab requests to observe the Arab 
boycott against Israel, a House of 
Representatives panel was told on 
Tuesday. 

Rauer Meyer, director of the 
Commerce Department's Bureau of 
East-West Trade, said that in the 
four months ending last March 31, 
119 banks reported complying with 
4,071 Arab requests. 

‘The bankers’ actions are legal; the 
sole federal requirement is that they 
report them to the Commerce De- 
partment. Meyer ‘said a half-dozen 
banks had been fined $1,500 each 
for failure to report their boycott- 
related transactions promptly. 

Earlier, the government opera- 
tions subcommittee on commerce, 
consumer and monetary affairs had 
probed the actions of corporations 
regarding Arab boycott requests. 
Subcommittee Chairman Rep. 
jamin S. Rosenthal had said hen in 
tended to push 8, bill making eco- 
nomic boycott compliance by any 
U.S. firms illegal.

Vets take Liberty 


NEW YORK. — A smali band of 
Vietnam War veterans on Tuesday 
seized the Statue of Liberty to pro- 
test the loss of government educa- 
tion benefits for former soldiers. 

About 15 members of the “Viet- 
mam Veterans Against the War” 
group refused to leave the Statue 
at closing time, Instead, they or- 
dered about 10 employees out and 
barricaded themselves inside. 

No hostages were taken and Luis 
Garcia, the National Park Service's 
manager of the Statue, called the 
occupation peaceful. 

On June 1, the government educa- 
tion benefits expired for veterans 
who served between January 31, 
1955 and June 1, 1966. When the 
cutoff came, 480,000 veterans were 
still using the benefits. 

On December 27, 1971, 16 mem- 
bers of the same ‘organization oc- 
cupled the monument to protest the 
continuation of the Vietnam War.

‘What has remained firmly intect is 
Bedouin tribal law. Every conflict, 
even a small one, is still aired by the 
village elders, who may sit for 
several days discussing and analyz- 
ing a problem before finding the ap- 


way to maintain peace among the 
tribe. 


᾿ There is no conflict with Israeli 
law,” says Ron. ‘‘In fact, the 
Government encourages the 
Bedouin to handle their own internal 


and acquitted him. The Bedouin then 
delved into the case. After lengthy 
debate they fined him IL70,000

ed him from the tribe for seven 
years.

Netivot 
turns 20

NETIVOT. — Large families do not 
necessarily lead to a high crime 
rate. At least that is the case in the 
development town of Netivot, which 
has-one ofthe highest birth-rates.in 
Israel and the fewest juvenile delin- 

quents. : cd 
Celebrating its 20th anniversary 
this week, Netivot is a quiet, un- 
assuming town in the heart of the 
northern Negev. Its 8,000 people are 
almost all Orthodox and mostly’ of 
Moroccan origin. Netivot has the 
only municipal council in Israel 
which opens every meeting with a 
Dvar Torah (Bible quotation) and 
it is the only municipality which had 
no budgetary deficit in 1975. 
However the town’s people face 
economic difficulties. One-third of 
the population receive some kind of 
welfare aid. Actual “chronic cases" 
are few and most of the families 
receive help because of their size. 
Asked whether the town had any 
type of family planning -service, 
Mayor Shalom Danino looked scan- 
dalized:.‘‘What for?" he exclaimed. 
The children (45 per thousand pop- 
ulation, or twice the average Israeli 
rate) are the city’s pride, and educa- 
tion is what the Mayor calls “our 
Western Wall."" The city has a 
lbrary of 25,000 books, a teachers’ 
seminary and a well-known Institute 
for Jewish higher studies — 
Yeshivat ν 
A quick tour of one of Netivot’s 
four elementary schools — Netiv 
Yitzhak for 500 girls — reveals a 
building that bears no resemblance 
to fhe grey matchbox structures of 
its counterparts in the coastal plain. 
Outer walls are covered in aesthetic 
murals and painted quotations. The 
grounds are well kept. On one of its 
buildings the school pins up daily 
newspapers for the public — a ser- 
vice few other schools even think of 
providing. Headmaster Nissim 
Elyakim told the special press tour 
that his school has been recommend- 
ed for the Israel Education Prize ae 
added that 10 years ago 80 per cent o! 
its teachers were ied. Today 
every member of the teaching staff 
is qualified, and many were born in 
Netivot. 


Mayor Danino has ἃ quiet con- 
fidence in his town, which began life 
as a maabara (transit camp fornew- 
comers). He aims at a popuiation of 
30,000. We are the only town that for 
every person who stays there is not 
even ‘half a person” who has left, he 
notes. The only town in Israe] where 
most of the original settlers have 
stayed till this very day.

FASHIONS in bustlines may vary, 
but there aren't any magic formulas 
for achieving a well-shaped bosom.

Cancer can be psychosomatic 


CHICAGO. — Loneliness and 

ment from family may one day be 
listed with cigarette smoking and en- 
vironmental chemicals a3 causes of 
cancer. 

Studies have confirmed what 
medical authorities have been say- 
ing for centuries — that human 
emotions can be a factor in the 
development of cancer, just as they 
are in peptic ulcer, heart ailments, 
headache and some other maladies. 

The latest research results linking 
cancer and emotions involves a 
study started nearly 30 years ago at 
Johns Hopkins University Medical 
School in Baltimore. 

A task force of the American 
Psychological Association reported 
late last year that cancer often oc- 
curs in persons who repress unplea- 
sant childhood experiences. The task 
force based its conclusion on an ac- 
cumulation of studies in recent 
decades like the one done at Johns 
Hopkins. 

One of the most recent studies of 
cancer was done by the late Dr. 
David Kissen at the University of 
Glasgow in Scotland. It involved 150 
lung cancer patients. Kissen found 
that most of the patients had difficul- 
ty expressing their emotions. 

The researchers at Johns Hopkins, 
headed by Dr. Caroline Bedell 
Thomas, interviewed and tested 
entering medical students between 
1948 and 1964 in what Is described as 
one of the mosi extensive studies of 
psychosomatic’ disease ever under- 
taken. Some 1,337 medical students 
have been followed through their 
careers as students and doctors, and 
those surviving now range in age 
from 30 to 60. 

The Hopkins study showed that 41 
doctors have died and Illnesses suf- 
fered by others investigated include 
43 with cancer, 20 with high blood 
pressure, 14 with heart attacks and 
38 with mental illness.

At a recent meeting at New York 
Medical College, Dr, Jay Lefer of the 
Department of Psychiatry, said: “in 
@ sense cancer is a total! psy- 
chobiological process. Peopic don't 
just get αὶ malignancy. It Is a conse- 
quence of a total biography — a total 
organismic situation."’ 

Other researchers agree that psy- 
chological stress alone is not enough 
to cause cancer, but is a factor in 
causing cancer. Scientists are not 
sure yet just how the emotions might 
trigger cancer. It is thought that psy- 
chological stress interferes with the 
body's ability to produce antibodies. 

The task force of the American 
Psychological Association says 
Cancer patients are consistently 
described as rigid, authoritarian, in- 
ner directed and religious, having 
conflicts over sexual and hostile im- 
pulses and having poor emotional 
outlets. They noted that several 
studies have indicated that new 
cancer appears particularly during 
the year following a loss in the fami- 
ly not adequately dealt with. 

Drs. Claus and Marjorie Bahnson, 

of the Eastern Pennsylvania 
Psychiatric Institute in 
Philadepiphia, have done extensive 
research on psychosomatic disease. 
. Clexus-Bahnson- has said: “The 
heart attack personality vents his 
frustrations, irritations, anxieties 
and other negative emotions out- 
wardly by bellowing, cursing or 
what have you." By contrast, ‘the 
cancer personality takes the same 
negative emotions out inwardly."" 
- The ns have found that 
those prone to develop cancer accept 
social restrictions more than do 
those prone to have heart attacks. 
Bahbnson describes the cancer per- 
sonality as ‘religious, committed, 
good — perhaps too good for his own 
health." (AP)

Owner wants better price 
for land taken by State 


Turning next to the question of 
interest, he noted that the State's 
representative had ogveed that the 
respondent wag entitled to higher 
interest than the District Court had 
granted him or else to the com- 
pensation awarded him by the Dis- 
trict Court, linked to the cost-of- 
livung-index, plus 4 per cent in- 
terest, from 1969 — which latter 
alternative the respondent had elec- 
ted to accept.

Judgment given on May 11. 1976. 
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Mapam’s dilemma 


MAPAM’S SEVENTH national convention, which opened in 
Tel Aviv last night, seems by all available signs to have agreed 
to sidestep the major issue which‘ divides it: whether to con- 
tinue its eight-year long experiment as junior partner in the 
Labour Alignment, or whether to strike out again by itself, 
reestablishing its own identity ag Israel’s traditional party of 
the ‘Left. ‘ 

The recommendation of the party's political committee to 
prepare for a return to single bliss while postponing the actual 
divorce from Labour until after that party’s national con- 
vention tentatively scheduled for December, is but an expression 
of the dilemma confronting Mapam. How can a small party 
influence the course of policy-making and enjoy a share of 
political spoils while maintaining its ideological clarity and 
youth movement élan? 

Mapam's decision to join the Labour Party in establishing 
the Alignment in 1968 was the decision of somewhat despairing 
and aging leaders to come in from the political cold, where 
‘Ben-Gurion’s suspicion had pushed them for the State's first 
15 years. The Alignment, under the leadership of Levi Eshkol 
and Golda Meir, seemed to be a tantalizing offer which the 
majority of the Mapam leadership could not turn down. But 
eight years later even the pragmatic supporters of the Align- 
ment within the Mapam leadership admit that, at best, their 
party has been effective only in preventing Labour from going 
off on certain policy tacks but not in adopting policies desirable 
to the Left. 

Opponents of the link say it has left the party open to 
accusations from the even-further Left and from its own 
younger members, that it has sold out to the ideologically 
vague, bourgeois centre party which Labour has become. 

‘Whichever way the ultimate decision goes, there is great 
danger to the unity of the party’s kibbutz movement, Hakib- 
butz Ha'Artzi. It is feared that a decision to leave the Align- 
ment may lead many kibbutz veterans to vote Labour, while 
the opposite decision may well send many more young kibbutz 
leftists into the arms of the small parties on the extreme 
Left. In the special ambience of Hakibbutz Ha’Artzi, this could 
lead to a repetition of the traumatic split in the Kibbutz Ha- 
mewhad of the early 1950s. 

What might give a new spurt to Mapam, within or outside 
the Alignment, would be an attempt to build on its major 
claim to distinction during the past decade and a half. It is 
the only non-Communist party to have integrated Arab mem- 
bers in its ranks and its leadership. There is an outside chance 
that a more adventurous Mapam could seek to weld a new 
coalition between the fragmented and dispirited Left and those 
elements among the younger Arab population who are pre- 
pared to play a responsible political role, and share political 
power, in a true Jewish-Arab party. 

This is something worth pondering during the half year’s 
period of grace whith Mapam’s convention will apparently 
decide on tomorrow. 


Good for. business 


THE BURST OF American investment that started after the 
Six Day War ran out of steam at the time of the Yom Kip- 
pur War. The meeting of the Israel-U.S. Business Council 
that concludes today may herald a new start. In four critical 
areas that have held up progress, the situation has taken a 
turn for the better. 

First, the climate of economic recession in the U.S. shows 
signs of dispersing. Second, the rules and regulations facing 
the businessman in Israel have been modified in the light of 
experience. The foreign investor faces a better and clearer 
prospect than before. Of particular note is the ingenious pro- 
vision (in process of legislation) hedging financial assets 
against erosion by inflation. 

Third, the problem of inflation itself is now being tackled 
seriously. Over-employment is already a thing of the past, 
and the policy of subsidising lame ducks is being discarded. 
Profit-and-loss considerations are being restored as the 
measuring rod for business success or failure. 

Finally, foreign apprehension about Israel's security in 
face of Arab military threats seems to be ebbing. This is 
reflected in the massive inflow of foreign visitors —- tourism 
being a sensitive barometer of public confidence. 

The visiting team of high-level American businessmen 
‘have been exploring what their leader, Governor George 
Romney, calls the ‘business environment.” He expressed cou- 
fidence yesterday that — with the aid of Elmer Winter's 
Committee of Economic Growth — favourable results can be 
expected. 

It is important that Government departments take special 
care this time to eliminate all administrative obstacles. The 
Council's welcome new initiative must be nurtured, not stifled 
by the bureaucrats.

So far, the impact of this provision 
on radio broadcasts throughout the 
Soviet bloc has been conspicuous 
only for its total non-observance. 
‘The Soviet Union and its communist 
allies are stili engaged in a massive, 
widely ramified and enormously ex- 
pensive effort to jam foreign radio 
broadcasts in their languages from 
such stations as Radio Liberty, 
Radio Free Europe, Radio Peking. 
Radio Tirana — and, of course, Kol 
Israel. 

Each and every jamming opera- 
tion has its own history. Radio Liber- 
ty, operating from Munich, has had 
to contend with deliberate In- 
terference by trom the 
very start of its broadcasts to the 
Soviet Union in 1958. Radio Free 
Europe, which aims its 
i at Eastern Europe 
alone, has been free from jamming 
for more than a decade in Hungary 
and Rumania, but is still being 
jammed in Poland, Czechoslovakia 
and Bulgaria. 

Radio Peking was added to the 
Soviet blacklist in 1963, and has not 
been taken off it except for a brief 
period after Khrushchev’s fall in 
1964. Radio Tirana started broed- 

to the Soviet Union 
joining China in opposing the 
Kremlin's rule, and has never been 
allowed to get through without in- 
terference. The jamming of Ko! 
Israel began in June, 1972, and it has 
been going on ever since. 

But a number of leading Western 
radio stations are no longer con- 
sidered by the Soviets to be sources 
of ‘hostile’ and ‘‘warmongering"

the BBC, and Deutsche Welle. 
Broadcasts emanating from 
Sweden, Japan, Canada, the 
Vatican, India and Iran are alsonow 
left alone. The same has been the 
case at least until recently with the 
‘“*hate Israel'' short-wave 
prograrames of Egypt and Iraq. 


NEEDLESS to say, the Soviet 
Government has good cause to dis- 
Uke heartily a lot of the foreign 
programmes beamed to the Soviet 
Union. For these programmes offer 
their listeners much of the vital in- 
formation that is deliherately cen- 
sored in the Soviet mass media. 

‘The attitude of Soviet listeners to 
foreign broadcasts is quite dis- 
criminating, and it changes with the 
circumstances. For example, while 
the BEC was for many years the 
most popular station, its place has 
now been taken by Deutsche Welle. 
which is regarded as more indepen- 
dent of official policies than its 
British competitor. Still, it is the 
Voice of America which attracts the 
largest number of listeners, for the 
simple reason that it operates more 
hours than any other service — vir- 
tually around the clock. 

Yet despite the easy availability of 
these unjammed transmissions, 
millions of Soviet citizens mas ote 
point of catching the jammed broad- 
casts. This is due at jeast in part to 
the fact that the cessation of jam- 
ming is ‘uniformly followed, as 
though under some tacit agreement, 
by the muting blunting of the 
previously direct and forceful 
message carried by the foreign

programmes. Conformity is, after 
all, something that Soviet Usteners 
get more than enough of at home. On 
Radio Liberty, however. they can 
hear — despite the jarnming — sore 
of the best representatives of the re- 
cent emigration to the West, such as 
Andrei Sinyavsky ("Abram Tertz"), 
Viadimir Maximov, Alexander

transmissions. The role of the Israel 
radio in arousing the national con- 
sciousness of Soviet Jews, during the 
years before the onset of jamming, is 
beyond dispute. Without it, ft is 
doubtful whether the movement of 
aliya from the Soviet Union would 
ever have materialized. 

Errors have doubtless been com- 
mitted in the past, especially by way 
of depicting Israel as something 
akin to an earthly paradise, instead 
of presenting it as a challenge for 
would-be pioneers. This had the 
effect of adding to the difficulties of 
absorption of Soviet aliya. But such 
errors lend themselves to easy cor- 
rection. In any case, Kol Israel's 
major problem today is simply to 
overcome the massive sound barrier 
which the KGB jamming operators 
are placing on its way to Jewish 
homes all across the Soviet Union, 
from Soviet Lithuania to Soviet 
Georgia. _ 

Much more powerful transmitters 
would telp solve part of the problem. 
In the meantime, Soviet listeners to 
Kol Israel, ag to the other proscribed 
stations, dre devising means of out- 
witting the Jammers on their own. 


They have discovered, for exaraple, 
that by turning the radio knob 
carefully and patiently around the, 
dial they will, sooner or later, find a 
spot where the vaice af the broad- 
caster becomes audible in the dread- 
ful nolse surrounding it. 

They have also found out that 
there are areas outaide the big 
cities where jamming is not very 
effective. Thus on a week-end outing 
at a distance of a mere 50-60 
kilometres from Moscow a4 
moderately clear signal from 
Jerusalem can be secured. 
ASSESSING the listening habits of 
Soviet citizens to foreign broadcasts 
ig not an easy task, but some 
attempts have been made, and con- 
clusions have been drawn which 
carry 4 fair degree of reliahility. 
Thus a random sample of 1,300 
former and present Soviet 
citizens yielded the informa- 
tion, some years ago, that Radio 
Liberty alone reaches an audience of 
5 million adults on an average day, 
and a total of 35 to 40 million in a 
month. Most of these, moreover, are 
regular listeners. The greatest 
receptiveness to the station's 
message is to be found among 
members of the intellectual com- 
munity, including university 
students. But it is interesting to point 
out that no lessthan one out of 
three party members polled by 
Radio Liberty researches turned out 
to be regular listeners. 

In their effort to minimize the im- 
pact of those foreign broadcasts con- 
sidered most dangerous, the Soviet 
authorities have not been content 
merely to make listening as difficult

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THE BULLETIN of feature material 
published by Unesco stil! seems to be 
under the influence of last year's 
anti-Jewish resolutions. 

For instance, an article dealing 
with the conference held in Poland in 
February of this year on the subject 
of revitalizing historic areas sums 
up what is called the ‘Warsaw 
Recommendation."” Ninety-four ex- 
‘perts from 48 countries agreed in 
Warsaw on the need to build up 
public awareness of the cultural 
value of “historic areas.” There is 
no mention of the fact that im- 
mediately prior to the conference the 
Polish Government had completed 
its obliteration of the last remains of 
-the former Jewish region of Warsaw. 
This had once housed over 800,000 in- 
habitants and accounted for almost a 
third of the city’s area. 

A second article in the same issue 
(No. 6898/1976) is devoted to the late 
Rene Cassin, one of the authors of 
the Universai Declaration of Human 
Rights. The lengthy tribute managed 
to avoid any reference to Cassin's 
Jewishness, to his devotion to Israel 
or the horror he expressed at the 
callous attitude of the Christian 
world to the fate of the Maronite 
minority in Lebanon. Like so many 
Jewish humanitarians before him, 
Cassin emerges at the hands of 
Unesco like an insubstantial ghost.
